There is another element and source 
of anxiety. On every hand the baneful 
influence of Roman Catholicism, and 


its handmaid Ritualism, is seen and 


felt. In Malta it is of a medieval 
type, childish in some of its aspects, 
but, as always, persecuting in its pre- 
tensions and threatening with pains 
and penalties those, whether govern- 
ments or people, who interfere with its 
imterests.

(Issued by the World's Evangelical Alliance.) 


Out of the world’s distress rises a cry for Fellowship. The deep 
wounds of war cannot be healed without peace. Peace cannot come through 
treaties and covenants alone; it can only come through a new spirit of fellowship 
between all nations and all classes. All who are Christians know that the one 
supreme source and centre of human fellowship is the Lord Jesus Christ, He 
came—He tl is in the midst of us—to make all men brothers under the one 
Fatherhood of God. The world must follow Christ before it can find peace. 
He has given to His Church the trust of bearing witness before the world that 
He is us God-sent Saviour. Never was this witness more needed than at the 

. present time in the world’s history. Never therefore was the call more clear to 
Be ‘His Church to arise and give it, He Himself has told us the one prevailing 
i evidence of its truth—the unity of His own disciples. That they all may be 
one, that the world may believe that Thou hast sent Me.” But ales, the Church 
is divided. Its unity is broken. Its divisions belie its witness to the truth which 
: alone can save the world. No Christian man or woman of this generation can 
be true to Christ who does not eagerly and passionately pray and strive for the 
unity of the Church.

The prejudices 
must be conquered: the traditions must be reconsidered: but many of the 
principles must be preserved, for in them are truths which are needed for the 
full life of the whole Church. 


Holy Spirit who is within the Church to guide it into all truth. He who is the , 
Spirit of Truth is also the Spirit of Unity. It is through a deeper and wider vision 
of truth that He must now lead us to a fuller unity. To our eyes the difficulties may 
seem great, even insuperable. But we dare not think that God can have led us 
thus far without willing that we should have faith and courage to venture 
further. Our difficulties must not be allowed to become excuses for faint- a 
heartedness or inaction. Let them be spurs to more ardent and persistent prayer 
te the holy spirit who alone can guide us through them and beyond them, and) © oa 
can show us things to come.” :

Meanwhile, just because the quest of unity has come to a point where 
we see clearly the demands which it will lay upon our faith and thought and 
love, the now separated Churches must draw all the closer together within that 
fellowship in Christ which they already possess. The one thing not to do is to 
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draw apart while we think out our several principles. We must think them out 
together, in common thought and prayer as comrades who are united in one high 
adventure. For this end let us pray that the Holy Spirit may bind us all so fast 
to Christ thar an ever deepening fellowship in Him may never rest until it has 
become visible to the world in the unity of His Body. 


Believing that a time has come, both of hope and of crisis, we send forth 
this Call to Prayer. We ask our fellow Christians to join together on Whit- 
Sunday in earnest entreaty to the Holy Spirit that He will “raise up His power 
and come among us and with great might succour us,” and relying on His strength 
to dedicate themselves to the cause of the unity of Christ's Church.

Not all who hold this view.agree that the 
men who claim to be in the succession have the 
right to “celebrate the Fucharist The 
Roman Catholic Church maintains that it alone 
has the right, and that within its communion 
the mutilated sacrament partaken by the laity 
is the sole representation on earth of an un- 
doubted Sacrament of the Lord's Su 
to them. The Greeks have schismati orders 
which do not mvalidate the sacrament. The 
Amglicans have no sacrament of the Supper of 
the Lord. Many Anglicans have no doubt 
as to the sacramental efficacy of Greek and 
Roman Sacraments, but they deny the lau 
tulness if not the efficacy for them of any 
administration of the Lord's Supper by men 
who are not in the succession. Episcopal! 
Ordination is for these men the essential 
precedent of the administration of the Sacra- 
ment of the Lord's Supper. Other Anglicans 
hold equally strongly that all the grace received 
by them in their Communions is received by 
those who attend Non-Episcopal Ministries 
It would seem from a close study of the Lambeth 
Appeal and Resolutions that there is now a 
theory held that the spiritual reality of Non- 
Episcopal Ministries for their Own members 
cannot be denied, but it is necessary for the 
Reunion of Christendom and the removal of all 
doubtfulness of mind to have as a condition 
precedent to reunion the episcopal ordination 
of those who have not Episcopal Orders. 
Such are the facts as we see them in the 
Christian world to-day in so far as the inter- 
relation of Sacramental grace and Ordination 
is concerned. It is a situation that has 
become clear and the more it is studied the 
clearer it is seen.
